National Security Council 
to be summoned?

It said the council will dis- 
cuss three reports, one by War 
Minister Gen. Mohammad Ab- 
dul.

The third report would deal 
with American-Tsraeli talks and 
“the opposition of American 
public opinion to the policy 
of (Israeli Premier Menachem) 
Begin towards the peace pro- 
cess.” Misr said.

Israel agrees to new 
pullback from Lebanon 

NAQOURA, Israeli occupied Lebanon, April IS (Agencies). — 
UJt Secretary General Kurt Waldheim won Israeli agreement 
today to carry out a farther withdrawal from south Lebanon 
in two weeks, qualified Israeli sources said. 

The next pullback would leave Israeli forces 10 kms. in- 
side Lebanon, holding roughly half the territory they occupied 
In the March 15 invasion, the sources said. 

The Israelis promised the withdrawal after Dr. Waldheim 
gave defence Minister Ezer Weizman assurances that the UJN. 
peace-keeping force in south Lebanon would be strengthened 
in weapons and manpower and be given freedom to stop Pales- 
tinian guerrillas returning to the area, the sources said. 

The extent of the evacuation was worked out between LL 
Gen. Ensio Siilasvuo, Commander of U.N. forces in the Middle 
East, and Lt. Gen. Raphael Eytan, Israeli new chief of staff, 
the sources added. 

Gen. Siilasvuo and Gen. Eytan met after Dr. Waldheim 
talked with Israeli leaders and inspected UJM. peace-keeping 
troops in Lebanon. 

The UJsT. secretary general drove from Naqinra to the 
French U.N. post at MaalUya at the Tyre crossroads. At Maal- 
liya, he was met by an officer of the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation. The procession then drove to the Tyre barracks, 
stopping briefly in front of the Rashldiyeh refugee camp cm 
the way. 

Dr. Waldheim told reporters at the refugee camp his talks 
with Israeli leaders earlier today had been good. Premier Me- 
nachem Begin and Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan premised 
that Israel would eventually pull out all its forces from the 
area it invaded last month. 

The U.N. chief said Mr. Yasser Arafat had promised U> co- 
operate with the U-N. troops: Commando sources said the Pa- 
lestinian leader bad agreed to the presence of two U.N. obser- 
vers at Beaufort Castle, north of the Li tan! River. 

Dr. Waldheim said the UJM. interim force could be increa- 
sed from 4,000 to 6JW0. 

Assad in New Delhi to 
build bridges with India 


NEW DELHI, April 18 (R). — 
President Hafez Assad of Sy- 
ria arrived here today on his 
first visit to India to confer 
with Indian leaders. 

Mr Assad, who will stay 
here for six days, said he at- 
tached great importance to his 
visit “in view of the links that 
bind our two countries and 
the current critical developme- 
nts in the Asian countries.” 

Indian President Neelam Sa- 
njiva Reddy and Prime Minis- 
ter Morarji Desai received Pr- 
esident Assad at Delhi Airport 
this evening when he flew in 
by a special aircraft. 

The Syrian leader is the 
first Arab bead of state to 
meet Mr. Desai since he took 
office a year ago.

Supreme Court bars release of Watergate tapes 

WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP). — The U.S. Supreme Court Tues- 
day barred public release of the 30 White House tape recordings 
played at the Watergate trial of aides to former President Ri- 
chard M. Nixon. The court’s decision reversed a 1976 ruling by 
the U.S. Court of Appeals that would have made the tapes avail- 
able to the three commercial television networks, public television 
and a recording company planning to sell copies of the tapes for 
home use. 

.. Georgia and Armenia to keep their 
national languages 

MOSCOW, April 18 (K). — Communist leaders in Soviet Georgia 
and Armenia, apparently bowing to strong public pressure, have 
abandoned plans to drop constitutional guarantees on the use of 
their national languages. Official reports reaching here today from 
the two Caucasian republics said final versions of their new consti- 
tutions retained clauses which establish Georgian and Armenian 
afr the respective state tongues. 


The first of two new canal 
treaties, establishing the can- 
al's permanent neutrality, was 
approved on March 16 by 68 
votes to 32 -- one vote more 
than the required two-thirds 
majority of the 100-member 
Senate. 

The loss of only two “aye” 
votes tonight would defeat the 
second treaty, which cedes the 
canal to Panama in the year 
2000. 

Senate leaders introduced a 
reservation to the treaty today 
assuring Panama that the Uni 
ted States did not seek to in 
tervene in its internal affairs 
It was designed to calm Pa 
namanian anger over a reser- 
vation to the neutrality treaty 
claiming U.S. rights to take 
military action to keep the ca- 
nal open after the year 2000, 
even to the' extent of counte- 
ring strikes. 

The original reservation, pr- 
oposed by Arizona Democrat 
Dennis Deconcini, caused a st- 
orm of protest in Panama. 

The language introduced to- 
day. worked out by Senate le- 
aders in delicate negotiations 
with Senator Deconcini and 
Panama, states that any U.S. 
action shall be only to keep 
the canal “open, secure, neut- 
ral and accessible.” 

The action, it states, “shall 
not have as its purpose nor 
be interpreted as a right of 
intervention in the internal 
affairs of the Republic of Pa- 
nama or interference with its 
political independence or sov- 
ereign integrity.” 

A vote on the new language 
was scheduled for later today, 
prior to the final vote on the 
treaty-

that Panama bad accented the 
language as “a dignified soluti- 
on to a difficult problem.” -■*

cleared the way for Senator 
Deconcini to vote for the trea- 
ty.

(ADF) in recent heavy fighting. 

The ADF used tanks, rockets 
and mortars to stop the clashes 
between militias in the Chris- 
tian sector of Ain Rumman eh 
and the neighbouring Moslem 
district of Shiyah. 

Correspondents who toured 
the shell-torn frontline during 
the fighting reported that in 
the latter stages, the ADF fire 
was directeti-almost exclusively 
at Ala Rummaneh. 

Rightwing sources said 20 
Christians were killed and 
more than 200 wounded in the 
five-day battle. Independent es- 
timates put the total casualties 
at 50 dead and 250 wounded.

“Let all know in Lebanon 
that Syria’s policy has not 
changed," Gen. Tlas said. “We 
are against any side that pro- 
vokes trouble and starts shoot- 
ing... We shall never allow 


trouble to occur in neighbour- 
ing Lebanon because this would 
pose a threat to Syria's own 
security and stability.” 

Gen. Has charged that Israel 
invaded south Lebanon last 
month to "lure the Syrian army 
into a premature” Middle East 
war. 

“When Syria did not fall in 
the trap, imperialists used their 
agents to provoke a r. internal 
strife In Beirut... hoping Syria 
would not intervene on tile 
grounds the situation was too 
risky and complicated,” he said.

The Israelis have to be watched closely when they 
think they are being clever, and this week they are 
trying to be clever. The weekly cabinet meeting 
under Israeli* Premier Menachem Begin issued a 
statement Sunday saying the government of Israel 
was prepared to discuss implementing U.N. Security 
Council Resolution 242 on all fronts and through 
negotiations with all neighbouring Arab states. 
Presumably - - even though history shows that it is 
dangerous to presume anything when Israel is 
concerned -- this means the Begin government is 
prepared to discuss a withdrawal from the West 
Bank and Gaza. 

But after saving this, the Begin government adds 
j that it feels its proposals for “self-rule” in the West 
I Bank and Gaza are sufficient and positive, so we 
i are left with an extraordinary contradiction that 
j would be recognised for what it is - - a huge farce - - 
I if it were the work of anyone else but the sacrosanct 
i state of Israel. The Israelis still feel their proposals 
for the West Bank and Gaza are in conformity with 
! the demands of Resolution 242, a contention that 
has been flatly and openly rejected by almost every 
political and. national leader in the world who has 
taken the time to make a public comment on the 
matter. The fact is that the Begin proposals for 
self-rule and the demands of 242 are totally 
contradictory, as the Israeli proposals assume a 
lingering if modified Israeli sovereignty over the 
West Bank and Gaza, while 242 is based on the 
principle of a full Israeli territorial withdrawal, the 
non-acquisition of territory by force and the 
willingness of all people in the region to recognise 
the territorial integrity of all states in the area. 

The latest Israeli talk of applying 242 to the West 
Bank and Gaza is a public relations stunt, and not a 
very good one at that. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Commenting on His Majesty King Hussein's statements to 
a visiting delegation from the U.S. National War College AL RAT 
Tuesday endorsed Jordan's unchanging and unswerving at- 
titude towards a Middle East peace settlement, namely full exe- 
cution of the U.N. Resolution 242 and 338. As well as his, the 
newspaper adds, King Hussein also explained Jordan's present 
efforts aimed at building up Arab strength and restoring inter- 
Arab relations on a sound and practical basis. 

Amid the King’s pan-Arab efforts, the government yesterday 
published provisions of the law setting up the National Consulta- 
tive Council. 

A quick look at the law, the newspaper says, reveals the 
"extent of the close organic adhesion between King Hussein's 
directives to his prime minister on the formation of the consul- 
tative council and ihe responsive portrayal of these directives in 
the provisions of the law.” 

Taking up the setting up of the consultative council from 
a democratic point of view AL DUSTOUR says that democracy 
originally s.ems from two virtues enshrined “in our religion, her- 
itage and traditions, namely modesty and tolerance”. Modesty 
imposes upon man to admit that however intelligent he may be, 
he is liable to err. It also teaches that people of a country have 
the right to partake in building it up and shaping its presence 
and future.

Yet another agreement signed 
here today with West Germany provides for a loan of 
two million marks for the purchase of two cranes and 
other equipment to facilitate unloading operations at 
Aqaba Harbour. This agreement was signed at the Na- 
tional Planning Council by Minister of Transport Ali 
Suheimat and a representative of KfW.

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Jubilation overcomes 
Wall Street as share 


prices keep going up 

NEW YORK, April 18 (R). — Dealers on Wall Street were jubilant today 
after a record-breaking buying spree sent share prices rocketing for two 
consecutive sessions. They said that, although the buying explosion would 
probably level out, they expected the market to continue to rise for the 
rest of the week. 


The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average of 30 of the largest 
U.S, corporations closed last 
night at 810,12, up around 35 
points from Us opening level 
last Friday. 

The 63.5 million shares trad- 
ed yesterday set a new volu- 
me record for the New York 
Stock Exchange, surpassing 
tlie 52.28 million total on 
Friday. 

Analysts said the sudden 
enthusiasm by share-buyers 
was in part a natural respon- 
se after a stagnant winter 
whan the economy endured 
harsh weather, poor sales and 
a iong coal strike. 

President Carter had evide- 


ntly had an impact on busi- 
ness confidence when he took 
a firm stand against wage and 
price controls last week, they 
said. 

Analysts also said they th- 
ought foreign interest had 
been attracted to the market 
by the slowly-stabilising dol- 
lar. 

Improved car sales and a 
favourable government repo- 
rt on industrial production 
contributed to the optimism. 

Although both Friday and 
yesterday saw new peaks for 
volume of shares traded. The 
analysts noted that the num- 
ber of share units exchanged 
were not records. This indic- 


ated that the big financial ins- 
titutions such as banks or 
pension funds were buying 
large blocks of shares.

Cornfeld 


to be jailed 

LOS ANGELES, April 18 (R). 
— A judge has overruled a 
plea by financier Bernard 
Cornfeld that a three-month 
prison sentence imposed on 
him for avoiding payment on 
long-distance telephone calls 
was unduly harsh. 

Cornfeld was given the pri- 
son sentence in September 
1976 for defrauding a teleph- 
one company out of $7,600 by 
using an electronic device 
known as a "blue box” on his 
phone to make free calls to 
Europe. 

He appealed against the 
sentence and was released on 
bail. 

But yesterday U.S. District 
Judge Matt Byrne ordered 
Cornfeld, 50, to begin serving 
the sentence on May S. 

The portly, balding Coinfe- 
Id told the judge: "My place 
in history has been assured 
in the sense that the world 
generally knows I've been co- 
nvicted of defrauding the 
phone company.” 

Cornfeld served a brief term 
in a Swiss jail in 1970 far 
alleged fraud in the collapse 
of his Geneva-based Investors 
Overseas Ltd, an international 
mutual fund investment com- 
pany. But he has not yet 
gone on trial in Switzerland 
on that charge. 

Judge Byrne yesterday gave 
Cornfeld the three-week de- 
lay in starting his sentence 
so he could appear at a hail 
reduction hearing in a Sw».<s 
court. 

His lawyer, Margaret Ugar- 
te, said the financier's once 
lavish life-style had changed 
dramatically since his convic- 
tion here. Cornfeld was kno- 
wn for throwing expensive 
parties at his Hollywood Hills 
home with lots cf pretty girls 


Non-aligned news pool 
resolved to break hold 


of big world agencies 

HAVANA. April 18, (R). — Non-aligned countries are 
trying to “break the international monopoly of the 
great news agencies,” Cuba's vice president in charge 
a’ foreign affairs said yesterday. 

Mr. Carlos Rafael Rodriguez was addressing minis- 
ters and information officials from more than 20 mim- 
icries, who are taking part in the inter-governmental 
council for the coordination of information from non- 
aligned countries. 

During the next two days the group will discuss 
progress towards a common news pool, cooperation in 
telecommunications and the political implications of 
mass communications. 

Opening the conference, Mr. Rodriguez said the pool 
of information shared by non-aligned countries was 
having slow but growing success in breaking what he 
said was the international monopoly of the great news 
agencies. 

“Together with an avalanche of lies, of grotesque 
distortions of our reality, of subtle twisting, are ap- 
pearing, modestly but persistently, the news, inter- 
Dretations and corrections of our coordinated agencies," 
he said. 

The council’s President, Mr. Mustapha Masmoudi 
of Tunisia, said their aim should be to remedy “the 
flagrant imbalance which controls the flow of informa- 
iicn in the world.”

Nien and Keng Piao, Foreign 
Minister Huang Hua, other le- 
aders and hundreds of dancing 
youngsters. 

The agreement was signed 
this morning by Ahmad Habib 
Ahmad. Chairmen of the State 
Planning Commission of the So- 
mali Revolutionary Socialist 
Party’s Central Committee. 
China was represented by Ch- 
eng Fei. Vice Minister of Eco- 


nomic Relations with Foreign 
Countries. 

No details of the agreement 
were announced. 

Mr. Li had told rhe president 
at a farewell banquet last night 
that “it is China's bounden 
proletarian internationalist du- 
ty to give the Somali people so- 
me modest aid within its cap- 
ability." 


President Siad Barre said last 
night chat his talks in. Peking 
had been filled with mutual un- 
destanding and “further con- 
solidated the excellent relations 
existing between our two co- 
untries."

The lure of the pipes 
was never stronger 


Two hundred and thirty years ago it was made illegal 
in Scotland to possess the piob mhor, the great Highland 
bagpipe. Today there is no such threat to its extinction ; 
on the contrary, such august institutions as the College 
of Piping in Glasgow are busy producing not merely 
players but instructors too.

LONDON. (LPS) — When 
Doctor Johnson undertook his 
famous journey to the West- 
ern Isles of Scotland and fo- 
und himself entertained at 
D unvegan Castle on the Isle 
of Skye, he not only enjoyed 
"beating the ground with pro- 
digious force” to the dance 
music of the MacCrtmmons, 
hereditary pipers to the Mac- 
Leods of Dunvegan, but also 
owned himself impressed by 
what he called the “college 
of pipers” which had been 
maintained at Boreraig from 
the turn of the 14th century. 

Lt scarcely needs saying th- 
at this enterprise was far 
removed in physical terms fr- 
om the modem idea of a col- 
lege as a substantial building 
generously staffed and equip- 
ped and run for the benefit 
of a wide range of students. 
Sea caves as practice rooms 

Boreraig was a simple mas- 
ter-and-apprentice establishme- 
nt involving the traditional 
seven years' residence during 
which the indentured pupil 
assiduously practised and pr- 
ogressively mastered the art 
of playing -- and, hopefully, 
composing -- for the difficult 
instrument with its chanter, 
three drones and its strange 
sounding version of the pen- 


tatonic scale. 

The practice rooms were 
the resonant sea caves near 
Dunvegan where the excellent 
acoustics and soundproofing 
were designed by nature. Af- 
ter qualifying as a master pi- 
per (piobair barraichte) in his 
own right each student would 
return to play in the service 
of his own chieftain in some 
other part of Scotland. For al- 
most two centuries Boreraig 
remained the cradle anil the 
nursery of the art. 

Today that function belongs 
to Glasgow where some 30 
years ago a modem College 
of Piping was begun by two 
enthusiasts, one of whom, Se- 
amus MacNeill, is the present 
director. 

It was founded solely to 
promote interest and experti- 
se in the art of playing the 
piob mhor, or the great High- 
land Bagpipe, an art which is 
happily no longer in danger 
of extinction as it certainly 
was when the college of the 
MacCrimmons died with the 
suppression of the Highland 
culture which followed the 
final Jacobite defeat in 1745. 

Although possession of the 
piob mhor became illegal alo- 
ng with the wearing of the 
tartan, those pipers wbo car- 
ed most about their art seem 
largely to have evaded cap- 
ture by taking to the hills and 
playing, one supposes, to the 


sheep. At any rate the Pio- 
baireachd (which is to say the 
classical music of the bagpipe), 
not to mention the "little mu- 
sic”, the Ceol beag, the march- 
es, reels and strathspeys, were 
somehow kept alive through 
the most difficult times. 

Boost to recruitment 

Then it became fashionable 
for the imported English gen- 
try to emulate the Highland 
chieftains in -wearing the kilt 
and supporting a piper or two 
among their dependants. Mo- 
reover, the recruitment of the 
new Highland regiments was 
boosted by the formation of 

the regimental pipe bands. 
Even today it is not unknown 
for an essentially peace lov- 
ing youth to join the army 
solely for the chance to play 
the pipes. 

The hub of the piping wo- 
rld is located behind an oddly 
domestic looking stone front- 
age in a narrow street, with 
a staff of instructors all but 
one of whom is employed pa- 
rt time as much of the teach- 
ing taicftg place in the even- 
ings. The interest and the ac- 
tivity generated, however, are 
extremely far Rung. 

Not local, not even nation- 
al, but truly international, the 
College of Piping is influential 
out of all proportion to its 
physical size. Its principal aim 
is training pipers of all 
nationalities and walks of life, 
and training instructors. Ano- 
ther important function is t*> 
at of maintaining standards 
--of proficiency through exa- 
mination and competition, and 
of manufacture of the instru- 
ment through the college's 
Seal of Approval, which is

coveted by all reputable bag- 
pipe makers. 

It is here in an atmosphere 
which smacks more of the 
dubroom than the classroom 
and in the company of others 
of like enthusiasm, that would 
be pipers, young and old, now- 
adays male and female, coroe 
from far and wide. Many, na- 
turally, are from Glasgow and 
the west of Scotland, but not 
a few travel from overseas 
and in particular from Canada 
and the United StaLes of Ame- 
rica, staying for two months 
to as many, years. 

Summer schools are organi- 
sed not only in Scotland 
from Tlree to the Black Isle 
and, aptly enough, at Borer- 
aig where it all started centu- 
ries ago -- but also farther 
afield when teachers from the 
college make regular trips to 
enthusiastic centres from No- 


va Scoria ("There." says one 
burly instructor, “we really 
have to be on our toes, the 
standard is so high") and On- 
tario to New York and Idaho. 

A master piper 

The college director, Seum- 
us MacNeill, a senior lecturer 
in natural philosophy at Gla- 
sgow University, and himself 
a master piper who was tau- 
ght by his uncle the famous 
Blind Piper, Archie MacNeill 
of Gigha, is undoubtedly the 
prime mover in the enterprise 
since the co-founder Thomas 
Pearston retired some years 
ago. 

Under his guidance the col- 
lege has grown in influence, 
collaborating with the Army 
School of Piping at Edinburgh 
Castle and the Piobaireachd 


Society to form the Institute 
of Piping, now the recognised 
governing body.

World investors rush for the Krugerrand 


Grim old Paul Kruger, who fought to keep the world 
out of the Transvaal, could never have guessed that his 
face would one day appear on one of the world's most 
sought-after coins - - the Krugerrand. “An ounce of pure 
love,” the American ads call it. Kruger would have 
shuddered.

JOHANNESBURG, (F.T- . — 
President Paul- Kruger, th&flat- 
earthist leader of the Transva- 
al boer republic at the turn of 
the century, could never have 
dreamt that his name would 
become synonymous with one 
of the world’s roost sought-af- 
ter investments and a major 
prop of South Africa’s balance 
of payments. 

The Krugerrand - - a 35 mm 
coin containing exactly one fine

ounce of 22 carat South Afri- 
can gold - is now the world's 
most' popular gold coin. In the 
past eight-years it has notched 
up sales of over 17.5m, and has 
earned South Africa more than 
R2.000ro (£1 “R1.65) in foreign 
exchange. 

Rise in demand 

The recent surge 1 . the bul- 
lion price has lifted demand for 
Krugers to new highs. Last ye 
ar 3.3m coins were sold (more 


than 95 per cent of them out- 
side South Africa), compared 
with 3m. the previous year and 
4.8m, in 197L the year in wh- 
ich imports of gold coins to the 
U.K. were stopped. 

Almost half of 1977*s sales, 
however, were recorded in the 
finai quarter of the year, and 
ir. January 1978 offtake had 
leapt to an all-time monthly re- 
cord of 669,000 coins. With the 
gold price well over $170 an 
ounce. " these sales grossed 
RIOOm., four times as much as 
earnings in January 1977. 

"Krugerrand demand is go- 
ing Jjeserk", Don Mackay-Cogh- 
ill. Manager of the Internation- 
al Gold Corporation (Tntergold), 
the marketing arm of the South 
African Chamber of Mines, ex- 
claimed in January. So much 
so that the mint’s output of 
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Krugers bas soared from 11 per 
cent of South Africa’s total go- 
old production a year ago to 
'almost one-third. 

There were real fears at one 
stage that the mint, which can 
strike onjy about 600,000 coins 
a month, would not be able to 
cope. Since the New Year fre- 
nzy however, sales have eased 
slightly, totalling 564,000 last 
month -- yet even that figure 
is seven times higher than of- 
ftake in February 1977. 

Big German market 

The main markets for Krug- 
ers are West Germany, where 
about half of the past 10 years’ 
production has been sold, and, 
since gold ownership was leg- 
alised three years ago, the 
U.S, Intergold reckons that 
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about two out of every 100 Ge- 
rmans own a Krugerrand. Am- 
mong the reasons for its suc- 
cess in Germany are that In- 
tergold’s main distributors are 
two of the country's best- 
known banks, Deutsche Bank 
and Bayerische Landesbank; 
and that the Krugerrand is re- 
cognised as legal tender by the 
South African Reserve Bank. 
This not only improves the co- 
in’s acceptability to investors, 
but also exempts it from the 
II per cent value-added tax 
applicable in Germany to bul- 
lion sales. 

In the U.S. Tntergold cur- 
rently spends about $4m. a year 
on a sophisticated Krugerrand 
publicity campaign. It seems 
many Americans have been 
convinced that, as the ads put 
it," an ounce of pure love' 1 is 
worth buying -- the U.S. last 
year overtook Germany as In- 
tergold’s best customer. 

Intergold's import agents in 
the U.S. are J. Aron Precious 
Metals, Mocatta Metals and 
Republic National Bank, who 
pass the coins on to dealers, 
department stores and other 
retailers. There is a Gold In- 
formation Centre on New Yo- 
rk’s Fifth Avenue, and plans 
are afoot to open a gold-orient- 
ed library soon. 

A few Krugers have also been 
sold in Hong Kong, where they 
have been marketed as “Imp- 
alas”, a dual reference to a 
well-known South African buck 
and the Chevrolet Impalas wh- 
ich are a status symbol among 
the colony's wealthy Chinese. 

Obstacles 

Xntergold is also taking a cl- 
ose look at the Belgian and 
5audi Arabian markets, though 
political difficulties with Saudi 
Arabia may prompt it to rep- 
lace the Krugerrand with a one 
ounce gold bar. 

The South Africans have not 
had things all their own way. 
Protests from vociferous anti- 
apartheid groups in the U.S. 
have led to some T-V. and ra- 
dio stations refusing to screen 
Krugerrand commercials while 
several distributors, including 
Merrill Lynch and Continental 
Illinois Bank, have stopped sel- 
ling the coins. Major Dutch ba- 
nks have also agreed not to 
publicise Krugers. 


Elsewhere in Europe outside 
Germany, legal and psychologi- 
cal obstacles have hindered In- 
tergold's efforts. For instance, 
in France foreign gold coins 
may only be sold if they are 
minted in the country; imports 
of gold coins into the U.K. have 
been banned for the past three 
years; and the Swiss tend to 
prefer their own currency to 
gold. 

Limited local sales 

Ironically, few people find it 
more difficult to get hold of 
Krugerrands than South Afri- 
cans. Partly to maximise fore- 
ign currency earnings and par- 
tly to restrict residents' ability 
to move their assets out of the 
country, the Pretoria govern- 
ment decided in mid- 1974 to li- 
mit local sales in favour of ov- 
erseas distribution. As a result 
only about 100.000 coins are 
put on the domestic market 
each year. They are distributed 
through commercial banks, wh- 
ose customers wait up to two- 
and-a-half years to buy a single 
coin, although not surprisingly 
there is a strong suspicion that 
some are able to muscle their 
way to the head of the queue. 
So eager are some South Afri- 
cans to lay their hands on a 
few gold coins that it is not un- 
known for them specially to 
open accounts at those bank 
branches with the shortest 
Krugerrand waiting lists! 

South Africans also pay 
more than foreign buyers for 
their coins. The banks charge a 
hefty 15 per cent premium on 
the ruling gold price, compar- 
ed with the 5 to II per cent 
mark-up in Europe and the U.S. 
The scarcity of Krugerrands at 
the banks has prompted a bri- 
sk “secondhand" trade on a do- 
zen coin exchanges and even 
an unofficial market on the 
Johannesburg Stock Exchange. 
Buying through these indirect 
channels can cost up to a third 
more than the intrinsic gold 
value of the Krugerrand, but 
since it is estimated that the 
banks could sell half a million 
coins a year if they were free- 
ly available, there is no short- 
age of customers event the 
higher prices.

Fires were burning in seve- 
ral parts of the town. The ma- 
in targets of the crowd seem- 
ed to be establishments run 
by known leftwing supporters. 

Mayor Hamid Fendoglu, a 
59-year-old Kurd was killed in- 
stantly when he opened a par- 
cel bomb in his home last ni- 
ght. He was elected as an in- 
dependent in December and 
was backed by rightist parti- 
es. 

His 25-year-old daughter-in- 
law Hanife and two grandsons 
aged five and one, were fatal- 
ly wounded in the blast, which 
officials said came from a bomb 
posted in Ankara eight days 
ago. 

People from outlying areas, 
many of them Kurdish clans- 
men, poured into Malatya ear- 
ly today and began stoning bu- 
ildings in protest against the 
killing. 

They appeared to be joined 
by rightist demonstrators from 
among the town's populatinn 
Of over 100,000 who chanted 
anti-government slogans as th- 
ey attacked premises known to 
belong to leftwingers.

Clashes injure 4 
Gandhi goes to cour 


NEW DELHI, April 18 (R). — 
Four policemen were injured in 
clashes with several hundred 
demonstrators who surged ar- 
ound a district court here to- 
day as former Prime Minister 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi appeared on 
two charges. 

The four policemen were 
hurt as some of the demons- 
trators threw stones at police, 
who had to fight to clear a way 
for Mrs. Gandhi. She is accus- 
ed of refusing to testify before 
a government inquiry commis- 
sion in January. 

Mrs. Gandhi pleaded not 
guilty, saying: ’7 am not guilty, 
indeed I am innocent of the of- 
fence of which I have been .ac- 
cused.” 

Outside, her supporters cha- 
nted ami-government slogans 
and brandished placards. Many 
of them tried to break through 
the police cordon surrounding 
the courthouse. 

Mrs. Gandhi was appearing 
before Delhi's Chief Metropoli- 
tan Magistrate, P. K. Jain, on 
charges of refusing to give evi- 
dence before a commission, he- 
aded by former Chief Justice 
J. C. Shah, which is investigat- 
ing alleged excesses during her 
21-month emergency rule. 

It was her third court appe- 
arance since her overwhelming 
defeat in general elections a 
year ago. 


When proceedings began to- 
day, Mrs. Gandhi, stem faced 
but calm, reluctantly took the 
stand and her lawyers read out 
a lengthy ten-page statement in 
which she made her not guilty 
plea. 

If convicted, the 60-year-old 
former prime minister could be 
imprisoned for six months or 
fined 1,000 rupees ($118), or 
both. 

Replying to the charges aga- 
inst her, Mrs. Gandhi said the 
commission was not legally co- 
mpetent to make her testify on 
oath and that she was not leg- 
ally bound to do so. 


LONDON. April 18 (R). — 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance, having failed to bring 
about an all-party conference 
to decide Rhodesia’s future, 
may now sit back to await de- 
velopments. 

U.S. officials said he was co- 
nsidering adopting this policy 
since several developments af- 
fecting future talks were possi- 
ble-in coming weeks. 

Mr. Vance, with British For- 
eign Secretary David Owen, 
flew into London today after 
visits to Tanzania, South Afri- 
ca and Rhodesia to try to win 
support for a conference of 
black and white leaders inside 
Rhodesia and leaders of the ex- 
ternally-based black nationalist 
guerrillas. 

The United States and Bri- 
tain fear that unless all parti- 
es participate in a settlement a 
black-against-black civil war in- 
volving Cuban and Soviet tro- 
ops might erupt.

His targets were contemporary writers whose 
works he scorned, other critics whom he accused of either 
lifting his ideas or praising the wrong wnters and the Cam- 
bridge establishment. He never sallowed his bitterness at tne 
university refusing him the professorship he longed for. 

F. R. Leavis held that no man was properly educated wno 
did not have an appreciation of English literature He claim- 
ed the right to say who and what was important in that 
literature. 


Work on Rosario Stadium to 
continue right up to kick off 
of 1st World Cup Soccer match

ROSARIO. Argentina, (R). — 
Unexpected hitches, bad wea- 
.her and faulty planning have 
thrown into disarray the time- 
table for work on Rosario 
Stadium, one of the five ven- 
ues of the World Soccer Cup 
in June. 

Ihe stadium, on the banks 
o/ the Parana River, was due 
for completion on March 31 
but now engineers on the site 
are reluctant to forecast a new 
deadline. 

About the only things ready 
for Immediate use are the Sta- 
dium's floodlights and the pi- 
tch, which looks in near-per- 
fect condition. 

Delays 

Work on the stadium seems 
certain to be carried on right 
up to the kick-off on June 2, 
when Tunisia meets Mexico 
in their opening group two 
match here. Poland will also 
be playing in Rosario. 

Delays have also affected 
he construction of a new th- 
... e-storey press centre in the 
heart of Rosario’s business 
district, but the situation is 
not so serious and the centre 
should easily be completed by 
April 30 

Cable lines have already be- 


en laid out and telephone and 
telex equipment are on hand 
ready to be plugged in and 
tested. 

Officials claim the main ca- 
use of the delays was non- 
stop r ains which hit Rosario 
early this year. 

What they do not readily 
admit is that failure to anti- 
cipate problems has also been 
a contributory factor to the 
delays. 

One side of the stadium had 
already been laid out with 
bucket chair fittings when it 
was discovered that moisture 
was seeping through the sta- 
nds and affecting cable lines 
below. 

The fittings had to be dis- 
mantled and the stands given 
several coats of waterproof 
paint before wprk was resum- 
ed. 

One engineer said most of 
the problems could have been 
avoided if work on the sta- 
dium had started earlier. 

“I don't think serious con- 
sideration was given to the 
fact that it is more difficult 
to remodel a building /than to 
start from scratch," he said. 

Despite the volume of wo- 
rk remaining --an electronic 
scoreboard still has to be set 
up, a side of the stadium fitted 
with seats, and excavations 
filled in -- no air. of panic 
is evident among the engine- 
ers. 


They believe the stadium 
will be ready by June 2. 

"There is no doubt it will 
be finished then. It may not 
be spick and span, but it will 
be ready,” one of them said. 

Accomodations 

Rosario, described in s&ae 
tourist brochures as the Chi- 
cago of Argentina, has retefi- 
vely few hotels and eves ■fe- 
wer good restaurants and 'en- 
tertainment spots.

— The Los Angeles Herald 
Examiner reported yesterday 
it had received information 
that Thariie Chaplin’s body 
was sr*ien from a Swiss vil- 
lage graveyard because he 
was a Jew buried in a non- 
Jewish cemetery. 

The newspaper, in a copy- 
right story, also quoted what 
it described as “an impeccable 
source” as saying Sir Charles’ 
wife Oona was told this with- 
in 24-hours of the grave rob- 
bery and was told where the 
body could be found. 

The newspaper's film gossip 
columnist, James Bacon, said 
the fact that the body had 


been stolen for religious reas- 
ons explained why no ransom 
note had been delivered. 

Chaplin’s body was stolen 
from a cemetery in Coraier- 
Sur-Vevey, Switzerland, on 
March 2 

Bacon quoted his source as 
saying: 'The theft of Charlie’s 
body from his grave is strictly 
a matter of religion and no- 
thing else. No ransom was de- 
manded and Lady Chaplin was 
told immediately where she 
could find the body. 

“Chaplin was Jewish and he 
was buried originally in a non- 
Jewish cemetery. Tne families 
of people buried in that ce- 
metery objected and dug him 
up."

When you have to estab- 
lish a broken side suit, it is 
usually sound practice to do 
so before drawing trumps. 
South ignored this principle 
and paid the price. 

The bidding wasn’t a thing 
of beauty. After the first 
round, there is hardly a bid 
that has our approval. 
Nevertheless, the final con- 
tract was beyond reproach. 

Despite the fact that East 
had raised hearts twice. 
North’s no trump bid de- 
terred West from leading a 


heart— not that it should 
have made any difference. 
Declarer was so delighted 
with the dub lead that he 
forgot to go about his 
business in the right order. 

He took two high clubs, 
stuffing his heart on the 
second. Now he drew trumps 
and led a diamond. East won 
the diamond and shifted to a 
heart, forcing declarer to 
ruff. East overtook his part- 
ner’s king of diamonds to 
lead another heart, forcing 
out declarer's last trump. 
Now a diamond ruff set up 
declarer’s long suit, but he 
had no way to get back to 
his hand to cash his winners. 
He was forced to concede 
three losers in dummy for 
down two. 

Observe the difference if, 
after cashing lus high clubs 
and taking a heart discard, 
declarer led a diamond. If 
East wins and embarks on a 
forcing game, declarer will 
still have a trump as an 
entry to his hand to run the 
diamonds. If East shifts to a 
trump, declarer simply con- 
cedes another diamond and 
eventually he ruffs a dia- 
mond in dummy to set up 
the suit. 

Even with a heart lead de- 
clarer should lose no more 
than a heart and two dia- 
monds. Declarer can accept 
the forces and either make 
his contract on a dummy re- 
versal by ruffing two hearts 
and two clubs in his hand, or 
again by setting up the dia- 
mond suit. 


Israel can defeat 
Arabs until 1983,
